AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 90-16, AS AMENDED BY 
ORDINANCE NO. 93-6, THE “SURPLUS PROPERTY ORDINANCE”, AS AMENDED BY 
ORDINANCE NO. 95-10 AND AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 2000-014, TO AMEND 
SECTION 7 - RECORDATION AND INVENTORY OF CERTAIN PROPERTY; BY 
INCREASING THE CAPITALIZATION LEVEL FOR TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROPERTY 
ASSETS FROM $750 TO $1,000 AS AUTHORIZED BY FLORIDA LAW; PROVIDING FOR 
THE REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissions of Palm Beach County, Florida, adopted 
Ordinance No. 90-16, as amended by Ordinance No. 93-6, the “Surplus Property Ordinance” which 
authorized the disposal and retirement of surplus property; as amended by Ordinance No. 95-10 
which amended section 5 — Policies and procedures; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida desires to 
further amend Ordinance No. 90-16, as amended by Ordinance No. 93-6, as amended by Ordinance 
No. 95-10 and as amended by Ordinance No. 2000-014, Recordation and Inventory of Certain 
Property. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. 

Section 7 of Ordinance No. 90-16, as amended by Ordinance No. 93-6, as amended by 
Ordinance No. 95-10 and as amended by Ordinance No. 2000-014, is hereby further amended as 


follows: 


SECTION 7. RECORDATION AND INVENTORY OF CERTAIN PROPERTY 
Tangible Personal Property, the value of which is $1,000 or more and the normal expected 
life of which is one (1) year or more, shall be marked, recorded and inventoried in accordance with 


the requirements of Section 274.02, Florida Statutes. 


SECTION 7. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 
All local laws and ordinances or parts of such ordinance applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed to the 


extent of the conflict. 


SECTION 8. SEVERABILITY 
If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase or word of this Ordinance is for any reason 
held by the County to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 


remainder of this Ordinance. 


SECTION 9. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 
The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of the Code of Laws and 
Ordinance of Palm Beach County, Florida. The sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or 
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relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be changed to “section”, “article”, or 
any other appropriate word. 

SECTION 10. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon filing with the Department of 
State.
